SPECIFICATIONS FOR GLASS SPHERES 

TYPE "B" 

DESCRIPTION 

Glass spheres are small spheroids manufactured from glass and are 
commonly called glass beads. These spheres conform to the gradation, 
described below and, by reflection and refraction, improve the night visi¬ 
bility of traffic markings when they are applied in a suitable fashion to 
the paint at the time of application. 

The spheres shall be transparent and, in general, free from foreign 
matter. These beads shall not contain, singly nor collectively, more than 
25 percent defects, as revealed by microscopic examination, which would cause 
the beads to be non-spherical or which would impair reflective properties. 
Such defects include, but are not restricted to, milkiness, pits, scratches, 
air bubbles, ji rregulari ties, fused beads, and angularity. 

The spheres, when tested by a liquid immersion method at 25° C., shall 
show an index of refraction of 1.50 and I. 60 . 

The spheres shall conform to the following gradation when tested in 
accordance v/ith A.S.T.M. Method of Test D-1214-54, "Method of Test for Sieve 
Analysis of Glass Spheres":

Specifications for Glass Spheres - Type "3" Cont'd. 

GENERAL CHARACTERISTICS 

A minimum of two (2) pounds of glass spheres shall be placed in a 
clean, washed cotton bag, furnished by the supplier, and shall be subjected 
to the following moisture test: 

Immerse the bag containing the sample in a container of water for thirty 
( 30 ) seconds or until water covers the spheres, whichever is longer. Remove 
the bag and force excess water from the sample by squeezing the bag. 

Suspend the bag and allow to drain for two (2) hours at room temperature 
(70°F-72°F). At the end of this time, mix the sample in the bag by shaking 
the bag thoroughly. Transfer sample slowly to a clean, dry glass funnel, 
top diameter of approximately 150mm,60° angle, and having a stem 4" in length, 
with 2 " inside diameter. The entire sample shall flow freely through the 
funnel without stoppage. If the spheres clog when first introduced into the 
funnel, it is permissible to lightly tap the funnel to initiate the flow. 

From each shipment a random sample of one 50-pound bag at each point 

of delivery shall be taken for testing and approval of said shipment. 

The entire shipment shall be accepted or rejected .on the basis of the 

above sample, meeting all specifications set out herein. Evidence of caking 

foreign matter, or lumping in any sample, selected at random and inspected 

at the point of delivery, shall be sufficient cause for rejection of the 

entire shipment from which the sample was taken, at the option of the Engineer. 

No shipment shall contain more than one (1) batch of glass spheres. A batch 

is herein defined as one day's continuous production of glass spheres. 

PACKAGING 

The spheres shall be packaged in 50-pound standard waterproof bags. 

These bags shall be multiwalled, suitably stiched, and of suitable strength 
to withstand shipping and handling without breaking. In addition, the bags 
shall bear a label on which is shov/n the name and addreS-s of the manufacturer, 
net weight of contents, date of manufacture, and batch or lot number. 
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Specifications for Glass Spheres- Type *'B“ Cont'd. 

For furnishing during the period of the contract and at prices indicated, 
the requirements of the commodities listed herein which may be required 
by the Traffic Engineering Department of the City and/or the County of Allen 
from time to time. It is understood that the quantities are approximate 
only and no way shall govern the amount required during the period of the 
contract. 

DELIVERY AND CONTRACT PERIOD : 

The commodity shall be delivered to the City as needed and ordered beginning 
on the date of the contract award December 31, 19/6. Each release 
for delivery shall be evidenced by a regulate purchase order issued by or on 
behalf of the using department. Delivery of all items stated upon the 
purchase order shall be guaranteed to be completed within the thirty (30) 
days after date of purchase order. 

PRICE- INVOICING ; 

The bidders' prices shall Include all delivery charges and be submitted in 
the bidders proposal section Included herein. invoices must be submitted 
to the using department together with the City's standard claim form for 
that department.
